The Wycombe Wanderers rearguard 
were obviously greatly hampered by 
the muddy playing surface, Their inde- 
cision paid its penalty after 36 minutes 
when Laurie Churchill received a pass 
from Swain and scored. 


The second-half was essentially an 
heroic fight by Hendon to hang on 


to their narrow, but well-deserved 
lead. During this last period Hendon 
used only Churchill and Swain upfield, 
but who could blame them for this. 
Wycombe had their chances to equal- 
ise, but their forwards had obviously 
not tdken their shooting boots to 
Claremont Road,
